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BOND ISSUE SYSTEM 


Legislature Seeking to Establish 
Uniformity on This Import­ 
ant Matter. 


HOLD-UP OF APPROPRIATION 


Dfeiry And Food Commissioner Black­ 
burn Is Fighting for a Continuation 
of His Official Life—Date of Ad­ 
journment Afar. 


columbus, O.. April 19.—[Special.J 
—The senate has passed and sent to 
the house 
for 
concurrence what is 
probably the most im portant bit of 
legislation acted upon during the ses­ 
sion. 
It is the bill seeking to estab­ 
lish a uniform system of bond issues 
and do away with the necessity* of 
special legislation, which the supreme 
court has plainly declared in every 
case brought to its notice is unconsti­ 
tutional, 
and 
therefore 
dangerous. 
This new measure, tile handiwork of 
Senators 
Herrick, 
Longworth 
and 
Chamberlain, permits the trustees of 
any township or hamlet, or the coun­ 
cil 
or 
other 
legislative 
board 
of 
any municipality, to issue bonds for 
public purposes upon 
a 
two-thirds 
vote of its membership. 
But the au­ 
thority of these boards is limited as 
to the amount of bonds which may 
be issued without the consent of the 
people. 
The total issue in any year 
is limited to I per cent of the tax 
duplicate, except upon a tw o-third’s 
vote of the electors, and at no time, 
unless the voters give their consent, 
m ust the indebtedness go to a point 
beyond 4 per cent of the duplicate. 
A prohibitive limit of 8 per cent is 
established, beyond which the people 
themselves can not order an exten­ 
sion. 
The purposes for which bonds 
may be issued is comprehensive, em­ 
bracer f, all those items of public need 
included under existing laws, such as 
sewers, street 
paving, 
waterworks, 
lighting plants, public buildings, etc. 
While, perhaps not realizing it, the 
queston of whether a single bond is­ 
sue put out by any community of peo­ 
ple, under a special act authorized by 
this or any preceding legislature, is 
constitutional 
is 
a 
doubtful 
one. 
Should any taxpayers 
question 
the 
validity of the act under which the 
bonds were sold, the bubble is liable 
to burst, and a condition of confusion 
result. 
The effect of this has been 
to make investors charry about the 
purchase of Ohio bonds, and the hold­ 
ers of bonds sold under our special 
laws are doubtful as. to 
how they 
stand. 
It is believed that this law, 
if enacted, would do away with any 
further doubt and make si cure every 
issue of bonds in Ohio.

have but followed the plain advice 
of the supreme court.

it will be left to the decision of in­ 
dividual members.

and in the face of all this, Mr. Painter 
refuses to yield. 
‘‘There ought to be some provision 
made.” he declared, “whereby the peo­ 
ple of Ohio can be relieved of this 
great burden of expense, from which 
they get no benefit, and wMeh is kept 
up under the false plea that sometime 
the canals are to be great water high­ 
ways of travel. 
If I do not win it in 
this legislature, some one will in the 
next.

While Mr Painter is contending for 
the leastng of canal banks. Dairy and 
Food 
Commissioner 
Blackburn 
is 
fighting for a new lease of life in his 
official capacity and urging the legis­ 
lature to extend hie official term an­ 
other 12 months. 
The senate has a l­ 
ready agreed to it. and the matter is 
now in the house, where the 
most 
generous of receptions is not given 
the idea 
Mr. Blackburn's argument 
Is that certain things in connection 
with his office ’ have bern undertaken 
which ought to be carried out. and 
which he. having started, can best 
finish. 
This is supplemented by the 
argument that in making the office 
a 8-year term, instead of two. its effi­ 
ciency will be greatly enhanced and 
the people become the beneficiaries. 
But Mr. Blackburn is serving on his 


third term now. 
He is one of the 
very few men in Ohio wfeo has been 
able to convince a state convention 
th a t two term s were not sufficient for 
his own good and the good of the 
public. 
Extending his term another 
year would be really giving bim four 
terms, or at least three term s and a 
half, and there is a belief th at this 
is going just a little 
beyond 
the 
bounds of propriety and good judg­ 
ment.

While East Liverpool hits been dis 
cussing the scheme of making short 
term Jail prisoners work for 
their 
keeping, the neigh boring city of Sa­ 
lem hail been acting. 
It has an ordi­ 
nance requiring such prisoners to be 
put at work on the streets, and three 
tramps, who otherwise would have 
been sent 
to the workhouse, started 
this week, under the orders of the 
mayor, to assist the street commis­ 
sioner in such work as he might 
re­ 
quire of them. 
We believe the plan 
will work well in Salem or elsewhere. 
There is every inducement for giving 
it a trial here. 
There Is seldom a 
time when there are not prisoners in 
the city Jail, or in Canton workhouse, 
where they are being supported at the 
city’s expense. 
To the ordinary of­ 
fender who is compelled to rest out 
his jail sentence in lieu of cash to 
pay a fine, confinement is no punish­ 
ment apt! jail fare a comparative lux­ 
ury. 
lf such prisoners were compell­ 
ed to earn their keeping, there would 
soon be far less of them, as they 
would lie more cautious about offend 
ing. And there is never a time when 
the services of extra men could not 
be employed to advantage by the city, 
either in street cleaning or in prepar­

W ashington, April 19.—T he Demo­ 
crats and the Republican insurgent^ 
rode rough shod over the house lead­ 
ers yesterday when the voting began 
on the Cuban reciprocity bill. 
They 
overthrew th e ruling of th e chair in 
com m ittee of the whole on th e ques­ 
tion of the germ aneness of an am end­ 
m ent to rem ove the differential from 
refined sugar during, the existence of 
the reciprocity 
agreem ent 
provided 
for in tho bill. 
T he vote to overrule 
tho decision of th e chair, m ade by 
Mr. Sherm an, of New York, was 171 
to ISO, Republicans to th e num ber of 
37 joining with a solid D em ocratic 
vote to accom plish this result. 
Hav­ 
ing won this prelim inary victory, the 
am endm ent was adopted in com m it­ 
tee, 164 to 111, and later in th e house 
by a still larg er m ajority, 199 to 105. 
On this occasion 64 R epublicans voted 
for the am endm ent. T he bill was then 
passed by an overw helm ing m ajority, 
247 to 52. 


Grosvenor Voted Against Bill. 


An analysis of the vote show s th a t 
124 R epublicans and 
123 D em ocrats 
voted for th e am ended bill and 42 
R epublicans and IO D em ocrats against i 
it. 
Mr. G rosvenor, of Ohio, was one 
of those who voted against the bill, j 
The voting on the bill w as the oui-1 
m 1 nation ot a long struggle wnich j 
began alm ost w ith the opening of 
this session of congress, and after j 
tw o w eeks of continuous debate, dur- j 
ing 
which 
m uch 
b ittern ess 
was 
aroused. 
Y esterday’s debate w as of an ex­ 
ceedingly 
lively character, 
the fea­ 
tu re being th e echoes of T hursday 
night s D em ocratic caucus. 
To th a t 
caucus the defeat of the Republican 
leaders who sought to pass the hill 
w ithout am endm ent 
is 
attributable. 
Previous to the holding of the caucus 
th e D em ocrats w ere very m uch divid 
ed and the opposition of the R epub­ 
lican beet sugar men show ed signs 
of disintregating 
Y esterday .when it 
bedtime ap p aren t th a t th e D em ocrats 
would act together 
the beet sugar 
men derided at a m eeting attended by 
32 of thorn to take the hit in theii 
teeth and overrule the chair. 
As soon 
as this com bination was effected tn r 
R epublican loaders realized th a t they 
would he defeated, so far as th e re 
moval of the differential was 
con 
corned, and Mi 
Payne, the Re pub 
Mean leader, contented him self with 
w arning his beet sugar 
colleagues 
th a t in rem oving the differential they 
w ere taking off a bit of protection 
placed in tho Dingley bill especially 
for th e benefic of tho beet sugar pro­ 
ducers. 
Tho D em ocrats attem pted to 
follow up th eir advantage when the 
differential am endm ent was. adopted 
by offering the Babcock bill and othei 
am endm ents to reduce 
tho 
Dingley 
schedules, but on these am endm ents 
the R epublicans declined 
to 
stand 
with with thorn and the D em ocrats 
did not press them vigorously. 
One 
of tho surprises of the session was the 
attem p t of Mr. R oberts, a M assachu­ 
se tts Republican, to tak e the duty 
off hides. 
H e 
offered tw o am end­ 
m ents and appealed once from the de 
clsion of th e chair, but w as voted 
down each tim e. 


Contents of the Bill. 


Tho bill as passed authorized the 
president, as soon as may be after 
th e establishm ent of an independent 
governm ent in Cuba and the en a ct­ 
m ent by said governm ent of im m i­ 
gration, exclusion and co n tract labor 
laws as restrictiv e as those of the 
Unite.1 S tates, to negotiate a recipro­ 
cal trade agreem ent w ith Cuba by 
which, in retu rn for equivalent con­ 
cessions. th e U nited States will grant 
a reduction of 20 per cent from the 
Dingley rate s on goods com ing into 
the United S tates from Cuba, such 
agreem ent to continue until Dec. I, 
1903. 
D uring the existence of such 
agreem ent the duty on refined sugars 
and all sugars 
above 
num ber 16, 
Dutch standard, is to be 1.825 per 
pound.

Ilen ii Fournier speaks as follows on 
this latest physical peculiarity: 
“The most careful chauffeur cannot 
avoid being shocked every tim e he 
takes a spin. 
I do not think th a t any 
other siKirt known lo m an affords so 
ranch excitem ent. 
One needs a stout 
heart and a strong nervous system as 
well as keen eyes to indulge in tills 
m ost m odern pastim e, for I do not be­ 
lieve th a t navigating a flying m achine 
brings a man into contact w ith more 
perils. 
“The autom obile face is no joke. 
It 
is the startlin g presentation in the hu­ 
m an physiognom y of the record of 
thousands of dangers passed or, rather, 
close escapes from danger. I have nev­ 
er been in hut one accident th a t w as 
really serious, and in th a t case w e 
w ere wrecked and bruised alm ost be­ 
fore my mind had tim e to form a pic­ 
tu re of w h at threatened us. I refer to 
the tim e w hen my m achine w as run 
dow n by a locomotive on the Long Is­ 
land (N. Y.) railroad. We w ere caught 
like anim als in a trap by reason of the 
lack of protection a t a blind grade 
crossing. I had barely tim e to w hirl 
the steering wheel in an effort to get 
off the track w hen the engine w as up­ 
on us and tossed us and the heavy m a­ 
chine into the adjoining field like so 
lunch chaff. 
“ W hen a man begins to run an auto­ 
mobile, he is tim id—th a t is. assum ing 
th a t he is a m an of sound and norm al 
mind. 
Only fools do not knorvw tho 
m eaning of th e word fear. B ut every 
ride th e chauffeur takes adds to his 
confidence in bis m achine and in him­ 
self. W hen he becomes an expert, he is 
really as m uch a p art of ids m achine 
as a good yachtsm an is of his y ach t or 
a cavalrym an of his horse. H e goes fly­ 
ing along the road, exhilarated w ith the 
sense of sw ift motion, feeling like a 
greyhound or a sw allow in full flight. 
The idea th a t lie may be h urt never oc­ 
curs to him any more than it does to 
the greyhound or to the sw allow . 
“Only one fear h au n ts him —th a t lie 
m ay possibly run dow n som e other ve­ 
hicle or run over a pedestrian. 
The 
g reatest source of danger lies in sm all 
boys a t play, especially in suburban 
cities, w here boys play a t w ill about 
the streets w ith no thought of being 
run down. 
“No anim al its the world is so reckless 
as a playing boy. 
No other creature 
causes the autom obilist so m uch hor­ 
ror. I have been running along an out­ 
lying road a t the rate of tw enty-five 
miles an hour w ith an absolutely clear 
track ahead of me and no indications 
of any one crossing the road for a 
mile or more in advance, and yet from 
som e unknow n place a boy or a group 
of boys would d a rt out. it seem ed to 
me, rig h t under m y wheels. 
“ I know of no other shock in auto­ 
m obiling th a t is equal to this. 
One’s 
heart becom es constricted by fear until 


the eyes, the m outh and even th e ears 
which, upon becom ing fixed, produces 
the characteristic autom obile face. B ut 
It is the horror one feels th a t be may 
be the innocent cause of destruction 
to others th a t is the m ost potent fac­ 
tor In evolving th e autom obile face.” 


PHOSPHORESCENT OCEAN. 


L ittle G elatin o u s O rg an ism s W hich 
C irrate th e A pp earan ce. 
A m ilky opalescence, perm eating the 
entire sea for im m ense distances bound­ 
ed only by the horizon, is a som ew hat 
rare phenom enon. 
It appears quite 
suddenly, 
hists perhaps for several 
hours and prisses aw ay as rapidly as it 
came, and this w ithout apparent cause. 
At m idnight we had the singular w hite­ 
ness enveloping the sea. w hile the more 
brilliant 
kinds 
of 
phosphorescence 
shone in the m idst of flashing green, 
yellow or bluish lights, as the case 
m ight he—a gorgeous nocturnal dis 
play. 
D uring t lese hours my surface trawl! 
net d rifted astern of the ship. The w*u 
ter w as alive w ith countless m yriads of 
little gelatinous sacs m easuring one- 
sixth of an inch in length—delicate tu 
ideate organism J w hich required tin* 
aid of a microscope to reveal their per­ 
fect structure. A few specim ens placed 
in an em pty m eat tin in a darkened 
cabin could be seen Indeed witli the 
naked eyes careening m adly around 
iii the salt w ater, each one glow ing 
w ith 
that 
peculiar opalescent 
light 
which satu rated the entire sea for so 
m any miles. 
It w as a sm all species of 
salpa, nearly related to a m uch larger 
kind on the side of w hich the late 
Professor .Moseley w rote his nam e w ith 
his finger, the sig n atu re being visible 
on th e dead boily throughout the night, 
glow ing w ith th e brightest phosphores­ 
cent light.—Cornbin M agazine.

committee of the whole on the ques­ 
tion of the germ aneness of an am end­ 
ment to remove the differential from 
refined sugar during, the existence of 
the reciprocity 
agreem ent 
provided 
for in tho bill. 
The vote to overrule 
the decision of the chair, made by 
Mr. Sherman, of New York, was 171 
to 130, Republicans to the num ber of 
37 joining with a solid 
Democratic 
vote to accomplish this result. 
Hav­ 
ing won this preliminary victory, the 
amend m in t was adopted in com mit­ 
tee, 164 to 111, and later in the house 
by a still larger majority, 199 to 105. 
On this occasion 64 Republicans voted 
for the am endm ent. The bill was then 
passed by an overwhelming m ajority, 
347 to 52. 
Grosvenor Voted Against Bill. 


An analysis of the vote shows th at 
124 Republicans and 
123 Democrats 
voted for the am ended Dill and 42 
Republicans and IO Democrats against 
it. 
Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, was one 
of those who voted against the bill. 
The voting on the bill was the oui- I 
mutation of a long struggle which 
hogan alm ost with the opening of 
this session of congress, and after i 
two weeks of continuous debate, (lur- ; 
ing 
which 
much 
bitterness 
was 
aroused. 
Y esterday’s debate was of an ex­ 
ceedingly 
lively character, 
the fea­ 
ture being the echoes of Thursday 
night’s Democratic caucus. 
To that 
caucus the defeat of the Republican 
leaders who sought to pass the hill 
without am endm ent 
is 
attributable. 
Previous to the holding of the caucus 
the Democrats were very much (livid 
od and the opposition of the Repub­ 
lican beet sugar men showed signs 
of disintregating 
Yesterday .when it 
becfeiue apparent that the Democrats 
would act together 
the beet sugar 
men decided at a meeting attended by 
32 of them to take the bit in theii 
teeth and overrule the chair. 
As soon 
as this com bination was effected ta#1 
Republican leaders realized that they 
would be defeated, so far as th e re 
moval of the differential was 
con 
corned, and 
Mr 
Payne, tin* Repub 
bean leader, contented himself with 
warning his beet sugar 
colleague.- 
that in removing the differential they 
were taking off a hit of protection 
placed In the Dingley bill tspecially 
for the benefit of the beet sugar pro­ 
ducers. 
The Democrats attem pted to 
follow up their advantage when the 
differential am endm ent w as adopted 
by offering the Babcock bill and other 
am endm ents to reduce 
the 
Dingley 
schedules, but on these amendments, 
the Republicans declined 
to 
stand 
with with them and the Democrats 
did not press them vigorously. 
One 
of tho surprises of the session was the 
attem pt of Mr. Roberts, a M assachu­ 
setts Republican, to take tho duty 
off hides. 
He 
offered two am end­ 
ments and appeale-d once from the de 
cis ion of the chair, but was voted 
down each time. 


Contents of the Bill. 
The bill as passed authorized the 
president, as soon as may be after 
the establishm ent of an independent 
government in Cuba and the en act­ 
ment by said government of immi­ 
gration, exclusion and contract labor 
laws as restrictive as those of the 
United States, to negotiate a recipro­ 
cal trade agreem ent with Cuba by 
which, in return for equivalent con­ 
cessions. the United States will grant 
a reduction of 20 per cent from tho 
Dingley rates on goods coming into 
the United States from Cuba, such 
agreem ent to continue until Dec. t, 
1903. 
During the existence of such 
agreem ent the duty on refined sugars 
and all sugars 
above 
number 16, 
Dutch standard, is to be 1.825 per 
pound.

Five Persons Killed and Others 
Were Wounded, at Lou­ 
vain, Near Brussels. 


NUMBER OF POLICEMEN HURT. 


Another Riot Reported to Have Oc­ 


curred at Bruges, In Flanders— Ten 


Sod a lists Wore' Wounded— Military 


In Charge at Louvain. 


Brussels, April 19.— A serious riot 
has occurred at Louvain, near Brus­ 
sels. 
The Socialists held a demon­ 
stration in front of the residence of 
M. Schollart, the president of the 
chamber of representatives. 
The po­ 
lice In attempting to disperse them 
were received with a shower of stones. 
The civic guard then fired on the mob. 
A similar rio toccurred in another 
part of Louvain and altogether five 
persons were killed and 12 wounded. 
Some of the mob .carried the dead 
and wounded to Malson des Prole- 
taire8. 
Another riot is reported to have 
occurred at 
Bruges, 
in 
Flanders. 
Here the police charged the Social­ 
ists with drawn swordsan d ten of the 
latter were wounded. 
The rioting a t Louvain began 
at 
about 
half-past 7 last 
evening. 
A 
band of Socialists paraded the streets 
of the town, smashing windows with 
bolts and rivets. They broke through 
the police cordon in the Rue Tirle- 
mont. 
The civic guards stationed in 
the Place Saint Antoine ultim ately 
became hard pressed by the rioters 
and fired a volley. 
The guard fired 
a second volley in front of the Cath­ 
olic club. 
It is reported that 12 po­ 
licemen 
were 
wounded. 
In 
r o iu o 
quarters the number of wounded po­ 
licemen is placed at 20, and several 
are said to have been mortally in 
jured. 
All the streets of Louvain are 
barred and the maintenance of order 
has been assumed by tho military.

Traffic increased at 
the interior as the condition of coun-* 
try roads improved, whfch made Cofr 
lections better. 
Some labor contro­ 
versies were settled and others wera 
averted* 
Complaints are stilt hear? 
regarding tardy deliveries, but freight 
is less congested, and business bas 
Increased to the 
extent of 6.9 per 
cent larger railway earnings for April 
thus far than last year, and X6.3 per 
cent over 1900. 
Quotations of iron and steel cannot 
yet be 
considered inflated, but the 
market is following a natural course, 
despite the efforts of leading inter­ 
ests to maintain a conservative posi­ 
tion. 
Supply and demand must In 
•the long run govern prices, and, In 
this industry, needs are greater than 
available stocks, although productive 
capacity has largely expanded. 
Woolen goods are in less urgent 
demand, purchasers having secured 
most of the cloth which the American 
company was unable to furnish owing 
to the strike. 
Buying of dress goods 
has decreased, and jobbers are begin­ 
ning to g oout with fall lines. 
Grain and m eats 
have continued 
very strong. 
There was some logical 
explanation of the advance in corn, 
interior 
receipts 
falling to 857,500 
bushels for the week, while Atlantic 
exports rose to 384,803 bushels, an 
unusually large total for recent times, 
although small by comparison with 
the corresponding week in preceding 
years. 
W heat wras sustained bv ex­ 
ports from all ports of 4.485,352 bush­ 
els. flour included, against 4.613,891 a 
year ago. 
Failures for the week numbered 261 
in tho United States, against 206 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 21 a 
year ago.

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RIOTING IN BELGIUM. 


Five Persons Killed and Others 
Were Wounded, at Lou­ 


vain, Near Brussels. 


NUMBER OF POLICEMEN HURT. 


Another Riot Reported to Have Oc­ 


curred at Bruges, In Flanders— Ten 


Socialists Were Wounded— Military 


In Charge at Louvain. 


Brussels, April 19.—A serious riot 
has occurred at Louvain, near Brus­ 
sels. 
The Socialists held a demon­ 
stration in front of the residence of 
M. Schollart, the president of the 
chamber of representatives. 
The po­ 
lice in attem pting ho disperse them 
were received with a shower of stones. 
The civic guard then fired on the mob. 
A sim ilar rio toccurred in another 
part of Louvain and altogether five 
persons were killed and 12 wounded. 
Some of the mob carried the deal 
and wounded to Maison dos Prolo- 
tairea. 
Another riot is reported to have 
occurred at 
Bruges, 
iu 
Flanders. 
Here the police charged the Social­ 
ists with drawn swordsan d ten of the 
latter were wounded. 
The rioting at Louvain began 
at 
about 
half-past 7 last 
evening. 
A 
band of Socialists paraded the streets 
of the town, sm ashing windows with 
bolts and rivets. 
They broke through 
the police cordon in the Rue Tirle- 
mont. 
Tho civic guards stationed in 
the Place Saint Antoine ultimately 
became hard pressed by the rioters 
and fired a volley. 
The guard fired 
a second volley in front of the Cath­ 
olic club. 
It is reported that 12 po­ 
licemen 
were 
wounded. 
In sorao 
quarters the number of wounded po­ 
licemen is placed at 20, and several 
are said to have been mortally in 
jured. 
All the streets of Louvain are 
barred and tile m aintenance of order 
has been assumed by (he military.

RAFTS OF GNAT EGGS. 


T h e ir F lo a t in g I llu s tr a te * rn. C a r to n s 
P r o p e r ty o f W a te r . 
Many simple experiments show that 
the surface of w ater possesses a prop­ 
erty which causes it to resist the pas­ 
sage of bodies either from above or be­ 
low. This Is true not only of soapy wa­ 
ter, but of the cleanest and purest wa­ 
ter as well. A sheet of fine gauze tends 
to float, because. Its weight being wide­ 
ly distributed, each of tile numerous 
separate wires is resisted by the sur­ 
face film so that the w ater cannot 
readily pass through the meshes. 
Insects and plants utilize this fact in 
mony interesting ways. Some w ater 
plants whose leaves flout on the water 
have a very simple contrivance to keep 
the upper surfaces of tbe leaves dry. 
This consists of a great num ber of mi­ 
nute hairs covering the tops of the 
leaves. W ater ( annot penetrate among 
these hairs even when the leaves orc 
forced down beneath the surface. 
The little rafts of eggs that gnats set 
afloat on the w ater are kept from sink­ 
ing and from being upset through this 
same principle. 
The tiny eggs have 
their points all upward, and tjiey are 
glued together so closely that, while 
there is open space all around tile point 
of each egg, yet th# width of these 
spaces is so slight that w ater cannot 
readily pass through. You may again 
and again upset such an egg raft, but 
will right itself every time, aud the 
upper surface will remain dry.

RAFTS OF GNAT EGGS. 


T h e ir F l o a t i n g llliiN fm ie n it Carlot!* 
P r o p e r ty o f W a te r . 
Many simple experiments show that 
the surface of w ater possesses a prop­ 
erty which causes it to resist the pas­ 
sage of bodies either from above or be­ 
low. This is trill* not only of soapy w a­ 
ter. but of tilt* cleanest and purest w a­ 
ter as well. A sheet of fine gauze tends 
to float, beeuuse, its weight being wide­ 
ly distributed, each of the numerous 
separate wires is resisted by the sur­ 
face film so th at the w ater cannot 
readily pass through the meshes. 
Insects and plants utilize this fact in 
many interesting ways. 
Some w ater 
plants whose leaves flout on tho water 
Ila vc a very simple contrivance to keep 
the upper surfaces of tho loaves dry. 
This consists of a great num ber of mi­ 
nute hairs covering the tops of the 
leaves. W ater (annot penetrate among 
these hairs even when the leaves are 
forced down beneath the surface. 
The little rafts of eggs that gnats set 
afloat on the w ater are kept from sink­ 
ing and from being upset through this 
same principle. 
The tiny eggs have 
their points all upward, and tjiey are 
glued together so closely that, while 
there is open space all around the point 
of each egg, yet tilt width of these 
spaces is so slight th a t w ater cannot 
readily pass through. You m ay again 
and again upset such an egg raft, but 
it will right itself every time, mid the 
upper surface will rem ain dry.

From Akron comes the announce­ 
ment that a consolidation of several 
potteries in that locality is soon to be 
closed, in a district where such 
a 
thing was utterly unlooked for. 
It is 
authoritatively stated that the Akron 
China company, of which the Colum­ 
bia 
county is a branch 
and 
the 
Summit Pottery company, the Barber 
ton pottery and the Bradshaw pottery 
at Niles will pool their business for 
the betterment of all. 
The first steps In this 
direction 
were taken last Monday at Akron, the 
day previous to the fire which par­ 
tially destroyed a portion of the Ak­ 
ron company’s plant, but at this meet­ 
ing. although each pottery proposing 
to enter the new combine was repre­ 
sented, nothing definite was accom 
p ille d . In f&ct. th- plans were mere­ 
ly talked over, which seemed to meet 
1he approval of the parties interested. 
Th* meeting lasted several hours and 
an adjournment was taken until this 
afternoon, when another 
conference 
was to be held for the purpose, if pos­ 
sible. of winding up all minor details 
That the plan of consolidation will 
go through there is no question, 
ac­ 
cording to advices from Akron. 
The plans represented in the pro­ 
posed consolidation will enter it on 
plans similar to that upon which the 
ICast Liverpool 
Potteries 
company 
was formed, but the amount of each 
kiln has not been given. 
The capitalization of the new con- 
n rn Las not been decided upon, but 
this was probably considered at the 
meeting this afternoon. 
The 
head 
quarters of the company will be lo­ 
cated at Akron, but the name of the 
new company has not been announced. 
It has been statedtli'Jr'Nthe company 
would have a capital stock of about 
ft.OOO OOO. but this is not likely. 
The Akron China plant is composed 
of six kilns, making white granite 
ware. dinner, toilet and short ends. 
The Niles pottery is composed 
of 
four kilns, making “C. C." goods, toi­ 
let. dinner, short ends and novelties. 
The Barberton plant, which is now 
under course of erection, will have a 
capacity of seven kilns at the start. 
but there is ample room to double 
this when occasion demands. 
Toilet, 
dinner sets, novelties and jardiniere 
will be made at thie factory. 
Eugene Bradshaw, one of th*' stock­ 
holders of the Niles Pottery company, 
was in the city today and wh< n ques­ 
tioned asked to be excused from mak­ 
ing a statement regarding the proi»o- 
sltion which was now being consid­ 
ered. 
He would neither affirm nor 
deny the report that a combination 
was to be effected. 
An offic ial of the Barberton pottery 
has denied the report that that com­ 
pany was going to consolidate with 
the three other named concerns.

columbus, O., April 19.—[Special.J 
—The senate has passed and sent to 
the house 
for 
concurrence what is 
probably the most important bit of 
legislation acted upon during the ses­ 
sion. 
It is the bill seeking to estab­ 
lish a uniform system of bond issues 
and do away with the necessity of 
special legislation, which the supreme 
court has plainly declared in every 
case brought to its notice 
unconsti­ 
tutional. 
and 
therefore 
dangerous. 
This new measure, tfle handiwork of 
Senators 
Herrick, 
Long worth 
and 
Chamberlain, permits the trustees of 
any township or hamlet, or the coun­ 
cil 
or 
other 
legislative 
board 
of 
any municipality, to issue bonds for 
public purposes upon 
a 
two-thirds 
vote of its membership. 
But the au­ 
thority of these boards is limited as 
to the amount of bonds which may 
be issued without the con-sent of the 
people. 
The total Issue in any year 
is limited to I per cent of the tax 
duplicate, except upon a two-third's 
vote of the electors, and at no time, 
unless the voters give their consent, 
must the indebtedness go to a point 
beyond 4 per cent ot the duplicate. 
A prohibitive limit of 8 per cent is 
established, beyond which the people 
themselves can not order an exten­ 
sion. 
The purposes for which bonds 
may be Issued is comprehensive, pm- 
braeir/ all those Items of public need 
included under existing laws, such as 
sewers, street 
paving, 
waterworks, 
lighting plants, public buildings, etc. 
While, i>crhaps not realizing it. the 
queston of whether a single !>ond is­ 
sue put out by any community of peo­ 
ple. under a special act authorized by 
this or any preceding legislature, is 
constitutional 
is 
a 
doubtful 
one. 
Should 
any taxpayers question 
the 
validity of the act under which the 
bonds were sold, the bubble is liable 
to burst, and a condition of confusion 
result. 
The effect ot this has been 
to make investors « harry about the 
pu re base of Ohio bonds, aud the hold 
era of bonds sold under our special 
laws are doubtful as. to 
how they 
stand. 
It is believed that this law. 
if enacted, would do away with any 
further doubt and make st cure every 
issue of bonds in Ohio.

the matter of the appropriation bills.

A sheet of fine gauze tends 
10 float, because, its w eight being w ide­ 
ly distributed, each of tin* num erous 
separate w ires is resisted by the stir 
face film so th a t tin* w ater cannot 
readily pass through the meshes. 
Insects and plants utilize this fact in 
m any interesting w ays. 
Some w ater 
plants w hose leaves lloat on the w ater 
have a very sim ple contrivance to keep 
tin* upper surfaces of the leaves dry*. 
Tills consists of z great num ber of m i­ 
nute h airs covering the tops of the 
leav es W ater cannot penetrate am ong 
these h airs even w hen the leaves are 
forced down beneath the surface. 
T he little ra fts o f eggs that gnats set 
afloat on the w ate r are kept from sink­ 
ing and from being upset through this 
sam e principle. 
T he tiny eggs have 
their points all upw ard, and tjie.v are 
glued together so closely flint, w hile 
there is open space all around th e point 
of each egg, yet the w idth of these 
spaces is so slight th a t w ater cannot 
readily pass through. You m ay again 
and again upset such an egg raft, but 
11 will right itself every tim e, and the 
upper surface will rem ain dry.
